They  may  plan  foriml  programs  of  papers  upon  various  topics  or  var¬ 
ious  references  on  one  topic. 

They  may  plan  programs  of  reports  and  discussions  upon  a  national¬ 
ity,  with  a  leaden-  .and  with  members  reading  assigned  references  in  advance 
of  tli0  meeting.  In  such  a  meeting  it  is  well  for  the  leader  or  a  committee 
to  suraa.arize  in  concluding  the  program.
